This is the third office action for application number 10/733,241, Outer Mirror Assembly, 
filed on December 12, 2003.

Claims 340 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on July 19, 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC $ 102 
Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
number 6,439,730 to Foote et al 



2004. 
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Foote et al. 730 discloses an outer mirror assembly (figure 1) comprising a mirror base 
(22,24,30) including a single extension (22) and inherently adapted to extend outwardly from a 
side of a vehicle body, a mirror housing (40) having an upper surface (above) and fixed to the 
single extension only at the upper surface inherently adapted to form a space (above) between 
the vehicle body and the mirror housing, and a rear view mirror (above) disposed in the mirror 
housing, wherein the mirror base comprises a mounting plate (14) which inherently could be 
attached to a forward end of a side window of the vehicle body. 



Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed March 2, 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

On page 8 of the response, the applicant contends that Foote et al. 730 fails to teach the - 
mirror base to have a single extension. The Examiner disagrees. Clearly, member 22 is a single 
extension, and since the base includes member 22, the base also includes a single extension. 

Further, the applicant avers that Foote et al. 730 fails to teach the housing to be fixed to 
the single extension only at the upper surface. Again, the Examiner disagrees. With reference to 
figure 1 of Foote et al. 730, it is clear that the housing is not fixed to the single extension 22 at 
the upper and lower surfaces, for instance, but only at the upper surface. Further, there is in fact 
a space (not positively recited) as shown above.
